NO CAMERAS DUE AT BLACKSPOT DESPITE SPEEDING CONCERNS 



SAFETY measures are to be added to an ac¬ 
cident blackspot in the Black Country - but 
campaigners have been told there will be no 
speed cameras. 

Flashing speed signs and road markings 
will be added to the A34 Birmingham Road, 
Great Barr, in an effort to make drivers 
slow down. 

Hundreds of people living along the main 
dual carriageway, which leads to the M6, 
signed a petition calling for safety measures 
following a succession of serious crashes, 
including three fatalities. Sandwell Council 
has agreed to add new signage and mark¬ 
ings on the stretch but has said cameras 
cannot be added at the moment. 

Bosses said a project to identify roads in 


need of speed cameras was currently being 
run by Birmingham and Solihull councils 
but it was expected to be more than a year 
before it is announced which roads will get 
cameras. 

Chiefs said the proposed safety measures 
are as far as they can go on improving safety 
of the road. 

Schoolchildren have joined the campaign 
over recent months, putting up banners at 
the roadside pleading with drivers to com¬ 
ply with the speed limit. 

Great Barr Councillor Jon Hunt said he 
believed the only way to make drivers slow 
down was by putting up speed cameras. 

He said: “Councils need to take seriously 
the issues on the A34 and the need for speed 


cameras. A minority of people abuse the 
speed limit and I do think we need speed 
cameras if we are to have any hope of en¬ 
forcing the speed limit.” 

A council report on the road said: “A 
new project is currently being led by Bir¬ 
mingham and Solihull local authorities to 
re-introduce speed cameras onto the road 
network by way of digital enforcement. 

“The evaluation period is expected to take 
a further 15 months. Once this has been 
completed, West Midlands Police and each 
local authority will investigate the feasibil¬ 
ity of introducing these cameras onto their 
network. In the meantime, vehicle activated 
speed signs will be installed along the A34 
to remind drivers to drive at 30mph.” 


50-apartment scheme to breathe new life into town 


HOMES ON WAY 
AT CAR PARK SITE 


A VANDAL-HIT former car park looks set to be revived 
and turned into 50 apartments. The former market trad¬ 
ers car park in Great Bridge has stood derelict for nearly 
10 years. 

Since then it has been blighted by fly-tipping and traveller camps, and 
repeated attempts to develop it and bring it back into use have fallen 
through. Conditional approval for the scheme’s planning application 
was granted at Sandwell Council’s planning meeting last week. 


Blaze hits fish 
and chip shop 

A BLACK Country fish and chip shop has 
been left gutted after a fire. Frydays Fish 
Bar, based on Halesowen Road, Old Hill, 
Cradley Heath, has been devastated by the 
blaze which took hold on Sunday morning. 

West Midlands Fire Service (WMFS) was 
called to the address at 10.14am. 

Four fire crews from Oldbury, Dudley and 
Haden Cross fire stations tackled the blaze, 
which affected the whole shop. 

A spokesman for WMFS said: “When 
crews arrived they found a severe fire on 
the ground floor of the chip shop, which is 
located on a row of shops.” 

The spokeswoman confirmed the shop 
had been 50 per cent damaged by flames 
but 100 per cent damaged by the smoke. 
Neighbouring units, including an upstairs 
gym, were also affected by the smoke. 

WMFS was unable to confirm the cause of 
the fire, however it is believed it was caused 
by a tumble dryer. 


It now only needs final confirmation 
from the chairman and vice-chairman be¬ 
fore being given the full go-ahead. 

The residential blocks will contain four 
one-bedroom studios, 12 one-bedroom flats 
and 32 two-bedroom flats. The develop¬ 
ment would comprise four blocks, three of 
which would front Great Bridge and the 
fourth which would face Walsall Canal. 

The application has been put forward by 
developers Devan Homes Ltd. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan hailed it as 
being ‘great news’ for Great Bridge. 

Campaign 

She said: “The application has gone 
through with a few minor changes.” 

It has also come as welcome news to 
Councillor Peter Allen, who has backed the 
long-running campaign for something to be 
built on the land. 

The car park shut to the public in 2008, 
with plans to build apartments and a new 
£5 million health centre proposed within 
the last decade both falling through. 

It was originally intended that the 100- 
space car park would have been sold by 
the council last May, but after an offer fell 
through it was put back on the market. 

Councillor Allen said: “It has been a 
blight in Great Bridge for a long time.”

PLANNING 

Traveller holding 
site nearer reality 

PLANS to build a ‘holding site’ for travellers 
in Smethwick have moved a step closer 
after a site visit was approved by Sandwell 
Council planning committee. 

A planning application was recently 
submitted by the authority. It is set to cost 
£195,000 and is earmarked to be be built 
on vacant land off Boulton Road. 

Council bosses gave the green light to 
submit the application at the most recent 
cabinet meeting. They hope it will signif¬ 
icantly reduce the amount of money that 
the authority spends cleaning up after un¬ 
authorised encampments. Groups refusing 
to move to the transit site could be directed 
from the borough by the police and banned 
from returning for three months. 

SHOPPING 

Big names sign 
up for retail park 

TWO new major retailers are coming 
to the Gallagher Shopping Park in 
Wednesbury. DFS and JD Sports have 
both taken on 10-year leases. 

It comes as expansion work got 
under way last August in a £2.4m re¬ 
vamp which will bring a host of new 
shops and restaurants. 

James Bidwell, Quadrant Estates’ 
partner, said: “Works on the park will 
be completed in early summer 2017, 
and a number of new tenants will open 
for business at the same time.” 

EMERGENCY 

Two injured after 
crash closes M6 

TWO people were rushed to hospital after 
a crash on the M6 closed the motorway in 
both directions. 

A car and a Citroen box van collided 
on the northbound carriageway between 
junction six at the Gravelly Hill interchange 
and junction seven at Great Barr, on Mon¬ 
day, just after noon. An air ambulance also 
landed on the carriageway. 

A 49-year-old woman was treated for a 
head injury. She was taken to the major 
trauma centre at the Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital Birmingham. A 46-year-old man was 
treated for neck pain and immobilised be¬ 
fore being taken to Heartlands Hospital.

10)long-tailed tit.

Security costs may force 
axe for fireworks shows 

FIREWORKS displays in 
Sandwell could be axed if or¬ 
ganisers are forced to tighten 
security, the council leader has 
warned. 

Bonfire night celebrations held in 
the borough have been dogged by 
problems in recent years, leading to 
calls for improved security and extra 
manpower around parks. 

But Steve Eling, leader of Sandwell 
Council, said he would be reluctant to allow 
any more money to be spent on the events. 

And he said if the authority was pressed 
to improve security, chiefs would have to 
consider cancelling displays. 

It comes after members of a council scru¬ 
tiny committee ‘stressed importance of 
good health and safety’ at fireworks events 
following issues last year. 

Council bosses promised to ‘learn les¬ 
sons’ after hundreds of people complained 
about long queues at Dartmouth Park in 
West Bromwich in November as more than 
15,000 people descended on the park. 

Alternative 

Problems were exacerbated by an event 
in Walsall ending early and Birmingham 
not holding a main bonfire night event, 
while a fireworks display in Tipton was 
axed. But Councillor Eling said he would 
not welcome pumping in money to bring in 
more people to manage events. 

He said: “With the level of cuts we have 
had we can’t afford to spend more money. 

The only alternative is they don’t take 
place. We are looking for events to pay for 
themselves. The plan is to continue to run 
events but if they are not practical to run, 
if there are problems from people coming in 
from neighbouring areas, we can’t mop up 
everything that is chucked at us.” 

Sandwell Council ran two fireworks dis¬ 
plays last year, at Dartmouth Park and 
Victoria Park in Smethwick, after deciding 
to scrap the event in Jubilee Park, Tipton. 

The decision was taken to help manage 
events in the borough following an acci¬ 
dent which marred a Wednesbury show in 
November 2014. One man was left with a 
perforated eardrum as a malfunctioning 
firework shot into the crowd. A 23-year- 
old man and a seven-year-old girl were also 
hurt. 


McClean helps young footballers

BAGGIES winger James McClean 
helped make dreams come true for 
a team of children with Down’s 
syndrome. 

On the back of two games for Ire¬ 
land against Iceland and Wales and 
the game which the Baggies even¬ 
tually drew 0-0 with Manchester 
United, McClean and some of his 
footballing pals found the time to 
take on the Oxford Bulls - a foot¬ 
ball team for children with Down’s 
syndrome. 

An appeal was launched by the 
Londonderry-based club, who 


formed in October 2015, to help 
find them a game after strug¬ 
gling to find another team to play 
against. 

And the Albion player came to 
the rescue when he surprised the 
youngsters earlier this week. The 
team’s manager Kevin Morrison 
posted on Facebook: “Well what a 
week this is turning out to be for 
the Oxford Bulls. 

“The Oxford Bulls played their 
first friendly match against a 
strong James McClean Select 
team, captained by Republic of Ire¬ 


land international James McClean 
himself. Our boys were a bit star 
struck when he first walked in, but 
after James put them through their 
paces in the warm-up, they were 
ready to take him on.” 

The McClean Select included 
former Derry City player Vincent 
Sweeney and Coleraine centre-for¬ 
ward Jordan Allan, as well as 
James’s brother Brian. 

The youngsters all have a passion 
for football and the team has been 
launched with the help of charity 
the Foyle Down’s Syndrome Trust.

SIGHTINGS of waxwings and robins 
are on the up in the gardens of the West 
Midlands - the nation’s largest garden 
wildlife survey has revealed. 

But the number of blue tits visiting 
the region is on the decline, according to 
the findings of the RSPB’s Big Garden 
Birdwatch. More than 90,000 people in 
the Midlands, and close to half a million 
people across the UK, took part in the 
38th birdwatch event recently. 

In total more than eight million birds 
were counted nationwide, with the rise 
in the number of waxwings in the West 
Midlands particularly noticeable as 


these birds only flock to UK gardens in 
winter once every seven to eight years 
when the berry crop fails in their native 
Scandinavia. 

The waxwings were seen in around 15 
times more Midlands gardens in 2017 
compared to previous years. 

There was also good news for robins, 
with the average number seen visiting 
gardens at its highest level since 1986. 

In the Midlands, robins were up from 
eighth to seventh place in the top 10 
recorded birds from last year. However 
there was a decrease in the numbers of 
blue tits, great tits and coal tits. 


£170,000 
netted by 
building 
fraudsters 

ROGUE builders have been jailed for 
targeting elderly residents across Dud¬ 
ley and Sandwell, cheating them out 
of nearly £170,000 with unnecessary, 
grossly-overpriced and shoddy work. 

Three men were sentenced to a total 
of 11 years and one month for running 
a fraudulent property repair business 
which targeted vulnerable consumers, 
following a three week trial at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court. 

These sentences came after a fourth 
individual had already been sentenced 
on March 17 for his part in the scheme. 

Lee Evans of Solihull, Andrew Blythe 
of Coleshill, Mark Hunt of Birmingham 
and John Brookes of Erdington were 
brought to trial following a lengthy in¬ 
vestigation by the National Trading 
Standards Central England Regional 
Investigations Team. 

The court heard that the offences took 
place from 2007 to 2012 and that some 
victims, all of whom were retired, were 
the subject of repeat offending. One in 
particular paid nearly £130,000 over the 
years for work, which experts valued at 
approximately £14,000. 

Evans, who ran businesses LJ Evans 
& Son and LJ Evans Ltd with Blythe, 
was found guilty of four offences of 
fraud and was sentenced to five years 
imprisonment. Blythe, a co-defendant of 
Evans, changed his plea to guilty to four 
offences of fraud on day six of the trial 
and was sentenced to four years and 
nine months. 

The court was also told how Evans 
and Blythe often arranged for their vic¬ 
tims to make cheque payments out to 
third parties which included three em¬ 
ployees of the business and a jewellery 
firm based in Birmingham. Of the three 
men to whom cheques were made out, 
two of them were the co-defendants, 
Mark Hunt and John Brookes, who had 
earlier both pleaded guilty to an offence 
of money laundering contrary to the 
Proceeds of Crime Act 2002. 

Hunt had already been sentenced to 
eight months imprisonment, suspended 
for 18 months. Brookes received a sen¬ 
tence of 16 months imprisonment.

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Trust wins 
award for 
campaign 
against flu 

BIRMINGHAM Women’s and Chil¬ 
dren’s NHS Foundation Trust has 
won a national award for its ‘get a jab, 
give a jab’ flu campaign. 

It has resulted in a total of 87 per 
cent of front line staff vaccinated 
against the flu bug this winter across 
Birmingham Children’s and Birming¬ 
ham Women’s Hospitals. 

The campaign has been named 
‘most innovative’ at NHS Employer’s 
Flu Fighter Awards. 

The national accolade comes just 
days after Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital was ranked the best hospi¬ 
tal in the country for its 95.7 per cent 
front line vaccination uptake. 

The Women’s Hospital also secured 
a record uptake of 68 per cent front 
line staff vaccinated. 

The six-month campaign launched 
in September and saw 10 tetanus 
vaccines donated to young children 
and expectant mothers in Africa via 
Unicef, for every flu jab staff had. This 
means that in total, the Trust’s efforts 
secured 40,000 tetanus vaccinations. 

Tetanus is a swift and painful dis¬ 
ease and kills 58,000 newborns, as 
well as a significant number of preg¬ 
nant women, each year around the 
world. 

Mary Hobin, head of nursing and 
lead for the flu campaign at Birming¬ 
ham Women’s and Children’s NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: “We are so 
proud of all of our incredible staff for 
taking responsibility to protect them¬ 
selves, our women, children and fam¬ 
ilies, their colleagues and their own 
families from flu.” 

Tributes to road 
accident victim 

THE family of a man who was killed 
in a road accident in Birmingham city 
centre have paid tribute to him. 

Dil Bahadur Subedi, aged 45, was 
struck by a green 
Mondeo estate at 
around 11.40pm 
on Belgrave 
Middleway as it 
travelled along 
the outbound 
carriageway. 

The car had 
been pursued by 
police from Short 
Heath Road in 
Erdington after 
the driver failed 
to stop. Officers abandoned the pur¬ 
suit when the car went through a red 
light moments before the collision. 

Mr Subedi was treated by the am¬ 
bulance service but despite their best 
efforts they could do nothing to save 
him and he was pronounced dead at 
the scene. In a statement, Mr Subedi’s 
family said: “We have tragically lost a 
good son, husband, father and well-re¬ 
spected work colleague.” 

Officers have since located a burnt- 
out green Mondeo in Northfield which 
they believe to be the vehicle involved 
in the collision.

Quite simply, 
I want to remind the players of why 
we are all here participating for such 
a great cause. Hopefully just being 
in the changing rooms will keep the 
team on their toes!”

Number of cancelled ops 
in one year now at 2,500 


SOME 2,500 operations were can¬ 
celled at Sandwell and City Hospi¬ 
tals in the space of a year, figures 
have revealed. 

The number of procedures being put 
off reached its highest in February, when 
almost 300 patients were forced to rear¬ 
range. 

Data showed cancelled operations at the 
trust which runs both hospitals rose sharply 
over the past 12 months. 

The total shot up to 284 in February, com¬ 
pared to 194 in December 2015. In total, 2,500 
operations were cancelled in the 12 months to 
February. In each case, patients were given a 
maximum of a week’s notice that their opera¬ 
tion would not be going ahead. 

Hospital bosses said the number of cancelled 
operations ‘remain high’ and that it is an issue 
they are working to address. 

Some patients who had procedures cancelled 
were made to wait longer than the 28-day limit 
set by NHS chiefs for it to be rearranged. 

It became an issue during the busy winter 
period when the trust breached the 28-day 
target on nine occasions, when during most 
months it would not happen at all. 

Concern 

A trust board report said the breaches could 
lead to an investigation by Care Quality Com¬ 
mission. Ian McGarry, from scrutiny body 
Sandwell Healthwatch, said the number of 
cancelled operations was a concern. 

He said: “Any cancelled operation is really 
bad news for people. It is a problem because 
people can be waiting for a long time and their 
conditions can get worse. It is something we 
would like to see kept to a minimum. 

“I am sure it is something the hospital is try¬ 
ing to put right and we would like to work with 
them to find a way forward.” It comes after a 
winter when the trust has struggled to cope 
with the number of patients coming into A&E. 

The trust is still failing to come anywhere 
near the national target of seeing 95 per cent 
of patients within four hours. 

The total languished at 82.2 per cent during 
February, as the Sandwell General experienced 
a testing month, but estimates suggests A&E 
performance improved marginally to 85.6 per 
cent during March. The trust has not met the 
95 per cent target for 18 months and more than 
3,000 patients waited longer than four hours 
in February. 


[Towering hospital starts to emerge 



The massive cranes at work as the huge new multi-million pound super hospital takes shape 


TOWERING into the sky, 
Sandwell’s huge new multi-mil¬ 
lion super hospital is taking 
shape. The shell of the building is 
largely in place, as work continues 
at a rapid pace. 

The Midland Metropolitan Hos¬ 
pital passes a new milestone this 
week with it now 18 months from 
opening. And the £300 million de¬ 
velopment has come a long way 
since the first foundations were 
laid at the start of last year, now 


dominating the skyline around 
Smethwick. 

Construction teams from Wol¬ 
verhampton-based Carillion have 
been working round the clock in 
making the Midland Met a reality, 
which it is claimed will have the 
busiest emergency department in 
Europe. The hospital has gradu¬ 
ally expanded on the Grove Lane 
site, with much of the structural 
work on the lower levels nearing 
completion. 


One of the largest ever con¬ 
struction projects in the Black 
Country, the site will eventually 
stretch to the size of 12 football 
pitches and can now clearly be 
seen to resemble a hospital, with 
separate floors visible from new 
drone footage. 

The workforce was recently 
tripled in size to nearly 1,400 as 
electrical, plumbing and other 
services are installed. It remains 
on course to open in October 2018.

Worker dies after 
becoming trapped 


A MAN from the Black Country died 
after becoming trapped in machinery 
at the factory where he worked. 

Jamie Peacock, aged 40, from Old¬ 
bury, suffered serious injuries last 
Wednesday and died in hospital on 
Monday. The Health and Safety Ex¬ 
ecutive (HSE) has launched an inves¬ 
tigation following the incident at steel 
firm Camtrex in Birmingham. 

A Camtrex spokesman said: “We 
are fully co-operating with the HSE’s 
investigation of the circumstances of 
the accident. We wish to extend our 
deepest sympathies to Jamie’s fam¬ 
ily.” Police spokeswoman Kate Baker 
said: “Police are investigating the 
death of a 40-year-old man following 
an industrial accident at Camtrex.”

However, the construction sector is 
among the most stable in the UK.

A PAIR of Black Country breweries 
are among local suppliers who will 
have their products sold at Midcoun¬ 
ties Co-operative food shops in the 
West Midlands. The retailer operates 
43 shops in the region and is to offer 
more than 70 new products from 25 
drinks producers. 

The local beers, ciders and ales 
include drinks produced in the Mid¬ 
lands, with bottled beers from Sadler’s 
Ales in Lye and Holden’s Brewery at 
Woodsetton. Bewdley Brewery in 
Worcestershire is also featured in the 
Best of Our Counties range. 

Declutter call 
to help charity 

NEARLY a third of people in the 
West Midlands feel guilty about the 
amount of money spent on shopping 
trips, according to the British Heart 
Foundation in its Spring Clear Out 
campaign. 

In a survey of more than 2,000 UK 
adults, secrets across the area were re¬ 
vealed, with men and women hanging 
onto an average of six items each that 
no longer fit. The BHF have released 
the statistics to encourage everyone to 
declutter and and donate unwanted 
items to their local BHF shop.

Potholes: How you stand legally if 
you need to go for compensation 


COUNCILS across the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire are paying out tens of thousands of pounds 
in compensation as motorists pay the price for the 
region’s potholed roads. Andy Shaw, partner in the 
Personal Injury team at Higgs & Sons, sets out the 
legal position for motorists. 

Under Section 41 of the Highways Act 1980 the 
authority has a duty to maintain the highway. In 
considering whether the Highways Authority has 
breached its duty, the courts will consider 

a) The character of the highway, and the traffic 
which would reasonably be expected to use it 

b) The standard of maintenance appropriate, 
taking into consideration the type of traffic which 
might use it 

c) The state of repair in which a reasonable per¬ 
son would expect to find the highway 


d) Whether the highway authority knew or could 
reasonably have known that the condition of the 
part of the highway was dangerous 

To succeed in a claim for damages for repairs 
costs or personal injury, a person must prove the 
highway was in such a condition that it was danger¬ 
ous to traffic or pedestrians, that the condition was 
created by the failure to maintain the highway and 
the injury or damage resulted from such a failure. 
Whether a pothole is dangerous is open to judicial 
interpretation. 

The court will consider the size of the defect and 
where it was located. 

If the claimant is able to prove that the pothole 
was dangerous, the burden falls on the defendant 
to prove that they have a defence under Section 58 
Highways Act 1980. 


If the local authority can prove that they had a 
reasonable system of inspection and maintenance, 
they will establish a defence and any claim for dam¬ 
age or personal injury will fail. 

Claims for damage are not straightforward and 
can be difficult to win, particularly if the Local Au¬ 
thority have an adequate inspection and mainte¬ 
nance policy. The burden is on the person making 
the claim to prove their case. 

Anyone wishing to take action should get ev¬ 
idence - photographs ideally taken with a ruler 
showing the size and nature of the pothole are es¬ 
sential. Report the pothole. A failure by the local 
authority to repair the defect promptly may help 
your case. 

Also, contact a solicitor or your insurance com¬ 
pany.

WITH increasing anger over 
the state of our roads and 
councils spending tens of 
thousands in compensation 
to drivers, we asked read¬ 
ers to highlight some of the 
worst potholes in our region. 

And we have been overwhelmed 
by the response with some shock¬ 
ing pictures arriving of small cra¬ 
ters in our road network. 

A damning report last week re¬ 
vealed that some £1.25 billion is 
needed to get roads in the West Mid¬ 
lands back into a reasonable condition 
with one in six needing to be repaired 
or even facing closure within the next 
five years. The Annual Local Author-

ity Road Maintenance survey blamed 
an ageing network, decades of under- 
funding, increased traffic and wetter 
winters for the problems. 

The Chronicle also revealed last 
week that some £270,000 has been 
paid out in compensation to drivers 
over the last four years by Stafford¬ 
shire County Council alone. 

Given the reports we have received 
from readers across the whole of 
Staffordshire and the Black Country, 
our crumbling roads are peppered 


with potholes. Nick Hodkinson sent pic¬ 
tures from a stretch of the A491 which 
he said was badly damaged ‘along its 
whole length between the Wall Heath 
island through Kingswinford, where it 
is particularly bad, then out into Word- 
sley and Amblecote.’ 

Mark Keegan highlighted potholes 
in Station Road, Common Road and 
Giggety Lane in Wombourne. He said: 
“The ones with the drains are quite 
dangerous for cyclists.” 

Andrew Duffy sent in a picture of 
a wide pothole in Wergs Hall Road in 
Wolverhampton and even dropped a 
newspaper in to illustrate the size. 

Another crater was sent to us on 
Twitter showing a pothole in Carl¬ 
isle Road on the Longford Estate in 
Cannock. While reader Tracy Taylor 


flagged up problems in Broad Lane, 
Bloxwich. 

Neil Sheldon, of Halesowen, con¬ 
tacted us to say: “In my job as a 
Trainer Assessor I now travel all over 
the West Midlands and I can testify 
that I have never seen the road net¬ 
work in such a bad condition.” 

The Chronicle wants to identify 
the top 10 pothole blackspots in the 
region to flag up to our councils and 
we need your help. If you know of 
any pothole-ridden routes or deep 
holes please let us know.

Bus crash 
fraudster 
on camera 
is jailed 

A BUS company has sent out a stern 
warning to fraudsters after a 25-year- 
old man was jailed for contempt of 
court. National Express West Mid¬ 
lands has issued the warning as 
Mykel Joseph-Alien of Birmingham 
was sentenced to nine months in pris¬ 
on after claiming damages against the 
operator. 

The ‘phantom passenger’ said he’d 
been injured in a crash involving a 
bus he wasn’t even on. 

In June 2015, Mykel Joseph-Alien 
saw a collision between a National Ex¬ 
press West Midlands bus and a taxi on 
Soho Road in Handsworth. He then 
got on the bus and alleged that he had 
been injured during the collision. 

National Express West Midlands 
uncovered the fraud when CCTV foot¬ 
age on the bus showed him boarding 
the bus after the collision. 

Peter Coates, managing director 
of National Express West Midlands, 
said: “We welcome the sentence. 

“National Express will investigate 
thoroughly every claim against us. 

“If they are found to be dishonest, 
we will take the appropriate action.” 

Joseph-Alien spent over a year 
pursuing his claim, liaising with 
claims handlers, lawyers and med¬ 
ical experts. It wasn’t until he was 
presented with the CCTV footage 
surveillance evidence that he dropped 
his claim - one month before the case 
went to trial. 

National Express West Midlands 
then brought a claim against him for 
contempt of court, leading to his sen¬ 
tence of nine months in prison. 

Institute date for

AMERICAN alternative rock singer 
and guitarist Mark Lanegan is to per¬ 
form in Birmingham on a short UK 
tour this summer.

Long delays after smash on motorway

MOTORISTS faced up to two hours 
of delays after a crash left two injured 
on the M6 near Great Barr. 

People in nearby vehicles rushed to 
the aid of the crash victims. 

At least two vans and two cars were 
involved in Monday’s smash, which 
caused lanes to be blocked. 

It happened between junction six 
for the Aston Expressway at Spaghetti 
Junction and junction seven for Great 
Barr. West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice spokesman Murray McGregor 
said: “On arrival, ambulance staff 
found a Citroen box van that had 


front end damage and a small car with 
rear end damage. Both had ended up 
against the central reservation. There 
were two patients from the van; a 
49-year-old woman was initially un¬ 
conscious but after being brought out 
of the vehicle started to come round. 

“She was treated for a potentially 
serious head injury.” 

She was taken by road to the major 
trauma centre at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital, in Birmingham. He said the 
aircrew travelled in the ambulance 
given the state of her condition. 

A 46-year-old man from Hayes in 


Middlesex had managed to get out of 
the vehicle himself. 

He was treated for neck pain and 
was taken to Heartlands Hospital. 

A man, thought to be in his 20s, 
from a car was checked over but was 
unhurt. 

Highways England tweeted that 
two lanes of the carriageway had been 
shut northbound and one lane south¬ 
bound after the crash. 

Officials tweeted an image showing 
the air ambulance at the scene. 

Traffic was held back so that the 
helicopter could land safely. 


Children's social care 
remains under scrutiny 


BOSSES of children’s social care in 
Sandwell are not being held to ac¬ 
count closely enough, inspectors 
have said. 

The service remains a ‘significant weak¬ 
ness’ despite signs of‘slow improvement’, 
said the watchdog. 

Inspectors from both Ofsted and the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) returned to the au¬ 
thority, where the children’s services depart¬ 
ment has been rated as inadequate since 2013, 
to scrutinise what progress had been made. 

The inspection focused on support for chil¬ 
dren with special needs and disabilities. 

They said there was a ‘legacy of poor prac¬ 
tice’ in Sandwell and ‘despite improvements, 
children and young people’s needs are still not 
identified accurately enough’ but that there 
were ‘signs of slow improvement’. 

Council bosses admitted there was still work 
to be done but that they were determined to de¬ 
liver changes. Concerns were raised that chil¬ 
dren with special needs and disabilities were 
making slower progress than other pupils and 
that not enough were securing jobs when leav¬ 
ing education. 

Positive 

The report said: “Pupils who have special ed¬ 
ucational needs and/or disabilities make slower 
progress from their starting points than all pu¬ 
pils nationally and other pupils in Sandwell. 

“The area must hold staff at all levels to 
closer account to build on developments and 
increase the speed of change.” However, in¬ 
spectors also highlighted positive changes 
which had been made, saying ‘the area has 
become more effective at identifying children 
and young people’s special educational needs 
and/or disabilities’. Ofsted also said ‘there is 
evidence of some high-quality transition work 
in Sandwell’ and ‘children, young people and 
their parents are listened to’. 

Sandwell Council’s children’s services de¬ 
partment is to be taken over by an independent 
trust in a bid to turn around its performance. 
Chris Ward, director of education, skills and 
employment at Sandwell Council, said: “This 
review has been very helpful and will assist 
all of the organisations concerned to identify 
where we all need to improve. 

“The review highlighted areas where we are 
doing well and I’m particularly pleased parents 
feel they are being listened to and are happy 
with the work we do with their children.”

Bingo! I 
made grade 
by ticking 
right box 


MANY years ago (all right, I confess, it 
was the early 1970s) I found myself facing 
a daunting challenge - trying to scrape a 
French O-level with only a rudimentary 
grasp of the language. 

I’d done all right in class, with the help 
of the school’s state-of-the-art language 
lab, a number of “personal” booths com¬ 
plete with tape recorders, allowing pupils 
to work at their own pace. 

The exam itself, however, was a dif¬ 
ferent matter. How would I be able to 
remember all those male/female nouns, 
verbs and accents? But wait, help was 
at hand in the shape of a series of mul¬ 
tiple-choice questions, or “bingo papers” 
as they were known among us pupils. 

I’ll come to how I fared in a moment, 
but first let me explain how I came to re¬ 
call that experience of pinning my hopes 
on ticking enough correct boxes in order 
to gain an educational qualification. 

Just recently, I was filling in an appli¬ 
cation form online, only to find that I was 
prevented from clicking through to the 
next page by an ominous message telling 
me that my attempts so far were invalid, 
or words to that effect. 

Luckily, I noticed on scrolling to the 
top of the page that another message in¬ 
formed me the passwords I had entered 
were wrong, so I checked them carefully, 
only to find I had typed them exactly as I 
had written them down.

And if you’ve used that website previ¬ 
ously, it can be most alarming when, on 
being asked for your email address, you 
only have to offer up the first letter and 
the site will do the rest. 

Then there’s the conundrum of having 
to distinguish the letter O from the fig¬ 
ure zero when asked to type in a secu¬ 
rity code, not forgetting the crazy notion 
that we automatically know whether to 
put spaces in, say, a phone number or 
16-digit bank card number - and only af¬ 
ter we’ve navigated the “Would you care 
to take our survey?” page. 

I’ve decided we’re just not up to any of 
this yet, especially as coming up with a 
“strong” password with a specified num¬ 
ber of symbols, characters, both upper 
and lower case, and numerals can often 
take so long. As for the French O-level, I 
got a (very low-grade) pass. Bingo!

COULD somebody tell me why veterinary 
practices in our region charge so much mon¬ 
ey for treatments. We have taken in a stray 
cat over the last four months and we have 
taken him to our local vets for treatment 
and consultations, around four visits now. 

The cat has had ear drops, antibiotic in¬ 
jections for his skin infection, two lots of 
tablets and liquid medication. The cat also 
had a swab taken of a cut to his head. When 
we came to pay the bill was over £190. 

Why do we pay so much money for ani¬ 
mal drugs and other medications? We did 


some research online and found out that 
the tablets prescribed to us for our cat cost 
30p each per tablet! But you have to have a 
prescription! I think the charges are abso¬ 
lutely scandalous. 

A consultation alone costs £26-£30 a time. 
Up to now we have spent over £400. 

If you have pet insurance, you have to pay 
an excess charge anyway and the policy does 
not cover for annual cat booster injections 
or usual worming tablets and flea injections.

Ex-Blues youth 
player stole 
mobile phone 

A FORMER Birmingham City Football 
Club youth academy player stole a mobile 
phone in a moment of madness, a judge 
heard. Richard Musonza, who spent four 
years at Blues youth academy struck in 
Wolverhampton, the court heard. 

The victim had advertised a £650 mobile 
phone for sale on the internet site Gumtree 
and was waiting in the street to meet a 
would-be buyer on August 4 last year when 
the 20-year-old footballer arrived. 

He was then approached by Musonza 
who, during a short conversation, gave 
the impression he was the person who was 
buying the mobile, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. Miss Amy Edinborough, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “He was given it to inspect. 

“The owner became suspicious and made 
clear he would prefer to continue the con¬ 
versation in the house. The defendant said 
he didn’t have his keys and would have to 
go through the back and meet him at the 
front door.” 

But Musonza took the phone with him 
and disappeared. Officers took him on a 
tour of the area during which he spotted 
the thief and the player was arrested but 
the phone was not recovered. 

Musonza, a first year marketing manage¬ 
ment student at Manchester Metropolitan 
University and from Headland Road, War- 
stones, admitted theft. He was given a two 
year conditional discharge and told to pay 
£650 compensation and £350 costs.

Boat to sink under rubble 


Workers on site at the Boat site situated at Bentley Road South, Dar- 
laston, where the building is due to be demolished 


CONTRACTORS have moved on 
site ready to start tearing down a 
disused Black Country pub. 

The Boat, on Bentley Road South, 
Darlaston, which has been a target 
for arsonists and vandals since its 
closure in 2006, will be brought 
down this week to make the site 
suitable for redevelopment. 

Contractors are cleaning up the 
site ahead of its demolition, which 
will go ahead this week. 

Councillor Doug James, who rep¬ 
resents the Darlaston area, said 
bringing it down the once popular 
venue was long overdue. 


He said: “The Boat pub, a fre¬ 
quent haunt for fire-starters, is due 
to be reduced to rubble. It is such a 
shame because it used to be hugely 
popular in the area and because of 
the decline in the pub trade gener¬ 
ally it became vacant 

“It is time for a change and time 
to move on.” 

The pub was hit by arsonists in 
May last year, with dozens of fire¬ 
fighters tackling the blaze after 
closing a road. 

The historic building dates back 
to the 1860s and was rebuilt and re¬ 
opened in 1887 as St George’s Hall. 


A SENIOR Sandwell councillor 
has been declared bankrupt fol¬ 
lowing a near decade-long row 
with a widow over £30,000 she 
gave to him and his wife. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cab¬ 
inet member for leisure at Sandwell 
Council, was alleged to have failed to 
repay the five-figure sum, said to have 
been given to him as a loan. 

However, the councillor claims the 
money was given to his wife as a gift by Di¬ 
anne Hercberg after the couple supported 
her following the death of her husband. 

Legal action was launched against Coun¬ 
cillor Marshall, ward member for Smeth¬ 
wick, and he was ordered to pay back the 
money as well as legal costs which saw 
the total rocket to almost £85,000. When 
he was not able to come up with the cash 
within the 28-day time limit bankruptcy 
proceedings were launched, which were 
supported at Birmingham County Court 
last Tuesday. 

Instalments 

Councillor Marshall, who was elected in 
2014, claimed he offered to pay back the 
money, which originally changed hands in 
2009, in £1,000 instalments but that this 
was refused by the claimant’s solicitors. 

Solicitor Gareth Ruddock, a partner with 
FBC Manby Bowdler, said: “Mrs Hercberg 
put the matter in our hands and, as a re¬ 
sult, a court order was made in Septem¬ 
ber 2015 entitling Mrs Hercberg to the 
return of monies, with interest and costs. 
The full payment has not been received to 
date, therefore Mrs Hercberg petitioned 
the court for a bankruptcy order against 
Richard Marshall. The petition to the court 
specified a sum of £84,734.34 was owed to 
Mrs Hercberg..” 

Councillor Marshall later said: “I’m dev¬ 
astated it’s got to this point. I have spoken 
to the leader of the council about it and if 
he thinks it will affect my role I’m sure he 
will do something about it.”

IT’S not a book title that sug¬ 
gests the author is a Falklands 
War veteran who survived an air 
attack by five Skyhawk jets at 
close range. 

But Simon’s A Poofs Name is the ti¬ 
tle that 55-year-old Simon Riley want¬ 
ed for his no-holds-barred memoir of 
his time in the Royal Navy, including 
his stint on active service in the Falk¬ 
lands on HMS Plymouth. 

The title is a direct quote from his boss 
on board ship, Radio Supervisor Wright, 
a burly Scot who from then on always re¬ 
ferred to him by his nickname of Spike. 

The book contains many anecdotes about 
life on the ocean wave on a boat staffed by 
a crew that was 75 per cent Glaswegian. 
There is even humour in the one stand¬ 
out story of the day HMS Plymouth was 
bombed - and hit - by Argentinian fighter 
pilots. Simon had not joined up in Decem¬ 
ber 1979 expecting to go to war. 


MEMORY LANE

“I was looking for adventure, and join¬ 
ing the navy, visiting different parts of the 
world, seemed like a fairly safe bet,” he re¬ 
calls, sitting at the kitchen table of his neat 
Wombourne house. 

But in April 1982, as his unit were on 
spring training in Gibraltar, looking for¬ 
ward to an imminent five-month deploy¬ 
ment to the West Indies, news came over 
the World Service of an invasion of Britain’s 
remote Falkland Islands. 

“We wondered why on earth anyone 
would want to invade an island in the Outer 
Hebrides, says Simon, at the time a 20-year- 
old radio operator. “We had no idea where 
the Falklands were.” But they had time to 
find out on the three-week 8,000 mile jour¬ 
ney to the tip of South America at the head 
of the Task Force. 

Once there, they spent long days on 


watch, broken up only by the occasional 
daylight air raid on San Carlos Bay, known 
as Bomb Alley. 

It was June 8 when that routine suddenly 
changed and HMS Plymouth came under 
fire as it nosed out of the bay to fire some 
4.5in shells to the other side of the islands 
where there was reported to be an enemy 
observation point. 

“I remember looking left and seeing five 
jets coming towards us,” he says. 

“The ship turned around and we were 
at full steam heading back to Bomb Alley 
when they swooped again and dropped five 
1,0001b bombs on us, as well as 30mm and 
20mm cannon shells which smashed into 
the port side.” 

Two of the bombs narrowly missed, but 
two more hit the quarter deck and another 
went through the funnel. 

Amazingly, amid the noise and chaos on 
board, the young seaman had reached for 
his camera and taken pictures of the Sky- 
hawks’ approach. But for the next few 
hours, it was all hands on deck as thick, 


acrid fumes filled the ship from fires in the 
petty officers’ mess and the dining hall. 

The ship had also started to list as it took 
in water. 

“The smoke was so thick you couldn’t see 
through it. I remember throwing my gas 
mask to one of the lads in the tiller house 
so he could at least steer the ship. 

“A couple of the guys in the turret got 
injured but not too seriously. We were so 
lucky - it was ridiculous.” 

Thirty-five years on, after time spent run¬ 
ning a bar in Spain, working in commodity 
markets in London and walking the beat as 
a police officer stationed in West Bromwich, 
he decided to write down his experiences. 

“I’d got all these stories in my head that I 
wanted to get down on paper, and I wanted 
to make my story different from other Falk¬ 
lands memoirs by making it light-hearted.” 

Now a family man, and a remarkably 
youthful-looking grandfather of-two, he 
still meets up with his former shipmates at 
regular reunions. “We never did get to the 
West Indies,” he grins.

Residents' 
problems 
can total 
hundreds 


SOME councillors in a Black Country bor¬ 
ough deal with hundreds of problems raised 
by residents and others just one in a year, 
new figures reveal. 

The number of issues actually taken on by coun¬ 
cillors in Sandwell show big differences between the 
amount of queries logged by councillors from the 


people they represent. 

One member raised as 
many as 347 concerns in a 
year, as opposed to those 
who just flagged up one or 
two to the local authority 
across the entire 12 months. 

Among those who raised 
the highest number of 
concerns between May 
2015 and April 2016, was 
Wednesbury North Council¬ 
lor Elaine Costigan. 

Having logged 331 que¬ 
ries made to her by the pub¬ 
lic with Sandwell Council, 
Councillor Costigan had 
the second highest amount 
of casework, after cabinet 
member for children’s ser¬ 
vices and Friar Park coun¬ 
cillor Simon Hackett who 
put forward 347. 

She said: “I gave up my 
job so that I could be a coun¬ 
cillor full-time. I do take it 
very seriously. I get at least 
12 queries a day from resi-

dents. I also hold my sur¬ 
geries at Wednesbury Town 
Hall. I think it can be diffi¬ 
cult for people to know who 
to go to for advice.” 

At the other end of the 
scale Councillor Mohinder 
Singh Tagger, who rep¬ 
resents West Bromwich 
Central, only raised one 
concern in a year. He was 
contacted by a reporter but 
made no comment on the 
Freedom of Information 
request’s findings. Putting 
forward just two enquir¬ 
ies, Councillor Babu Singh 
Bawa, of St Paul’s ward, 
and Wednesbury Councillor 
Tony Meehan, also provided 
no comment. 

The statistics refer to all 
logged pieces of casework 
raised by each council¬ 
lor with the authority in 
2015/16.

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A selection of different types of floorboard 


Wood floor can be straightforward DIY job 


If your home has period floor¬ 
boards, you’ve got a head start, 
but if not, installing a wooden 
floor can be a straightforward 
DIY job says Julia Gray 

1. To expose and enjoy your home’s period floor¬ 
boards, uncover them, do any repairs and sand them 
with an industrial floor sander and edger - which 
is hard, hot and dusty work. Although more expen¬ 
sive, employing someone to sand them for you is 
often worth it, and they usually include the cost of 
the wood stain or varnish in the price. They should 
also be able to do the job quicker than you can and 
should have better sanders than those available 
from hire shops. Another problem with doing it 
yourself is that you can get ridges in the boards from 
not using the floor sander properly. 

2. Period floorboards often have more modern 
boards mixed in where repairs have been done over 
the years. You can, of course, replace the new boards 
with period ones, but there’s no guarantee that the 
colour will match perfectly when sanded, and it can 
be hard to find ones the same width, especially if 
your boards are an unusual width. 

3. Painting them makes it easier to disguise the 
new boards than with wood stain or varnish, al¬ 


though dark stains and varnishes can work really 
well. Painting floorboards white is a classic look and 
will go with any wall colour, although it isn’t the 
most practical choice for high-traffic areas of the 
home. If you use a water-based white floor paint, 
such as Ronseal Diamond Hard Floor Paint, you 
may have to do several coats until the colour is even. 
An oil-based white floor paint will cover in fewer 
coats, but it’s likely to yellow, so if you want the 
boards to stay white, use a water-based paint. The 
latter is also ideal if you need to use the room that 
day because it will dry quickly. 

4. If you don’t have period floorboards or you’d 
prefer not to expose them, consider laying wood or 
wood-effect flooring. Laminate flooring, which has 
a picture of wood printed onto the boards, is an in¬ 
expensive way to get the look, but laminate isn’t 
as fashionable as it once was. If you want the real 
thing, other types of wooden flooring are now as 
easy to fit as laminate and can be reasonably priced. 
Boards that simply click and fit together are widely 
available in both engineered wood and solid wood 
flooring. 

5. Engineered wood flooring has a top layer of 
real wood, with other layers underneath. The thick¬ 
ness of the wood layer varies - make sure you know 
how thick it is, as thicker layers can be sanded. A 
floor that can be sanded a few times is a good in¬ 


vestment because it can take more wear and tear. 
Engineered wood is often a more practical choice 
than solid wood flooring because the layers give it 
added strength and durability. Unlike solid wood, 
it shouldn’t shrink and expand when exposed to 
moisture. 

PRODUCTS OF THE WEEK 

If you want a floor paint that looks good and dries 
fast, try Ronseal Diamond Hard Floor Paint (from 
£15.82 for 750ml, B&Q), which be can be used on 
interior concrete and stone floors as well as floor¬ 
boards. It’s designed to protect against scuffs, spills 
and scratches and comes in lots of different colours, 
so there should be one to suit your scheme. 

If yellow patches keep coming through as you 
paint your floorboards, only a stain block will solve 
the problem. An aerosol stain block is a good choice 
because it dries faster than stain block you paint 
on. Ronseal Quick Drying Stain Block aerosol (£8 
for 400ml, B&Q) is just the thing - apply thin coats 
until the stain is covered, allowing each coat to dry 
for 10 minutes before applying the next. This aero¬ 
sol can be used on other surfaces, too. 

HOW-TO TIP 

When painting wooden floorboards, thin the first 
coat of wood primer or primer/undercoat you apply 
- with water if it’s water based or white spirit if it’s 
oil based - so it soaks into the boards better. 


Marking four decades of 
transforming stars' homes

CELEBRATING 40 years of 
transforming rooms with her 
calm-yet-dramatic aesthetic, 
Kelly Hoppen’s new book invites 
readers into her own past and 
present homes. 

“Creating a sense of theatre is essen¬ 
tial in any living space,” declares Kelly 
Hoppen, and the dramatic settings in 
her home, a converted auction house 
in central London, amply prove her 
point. 

“I bought the building as a shell with 
nothing but a floor, an impressively high 
ceiling and the structural columns,” she 
says proudly, gesturing at the vast open- 
plan living area which runs from an en¬ 
trance hall at one end through to the study 
at the other, with living and dining areas 
in between. 

The space is decorated in her signature 
shades of taupe and white. “I’m not fright¬ 
ened of colour, but neutrals are who I am. 
It’s worked as my signature colourway 
for 40 years and I’ll continue the Hoppen 
style,” she insists. 

“I passionately believe a palette of neu¬ 
trals - whether taupe, sand or cream based 
- can provide a serene and harmonious 
backdrop, against which to layer the colour 
and activity in your life. I like the way they 
make me feel, as much as they way they 
look. 

“But whichever family of neutrals I 
choose to work with on a project, textural 
contrast is always absolutely key, to add 
richness, depth and character,” she adds. 

Personality abounds throughout the 
home. The glamorous master bathroom - 
“probably my favourite room” - has a mar¬ 
ble bath, set on an under-lit plinth, whose 
shape’s inspired by a lotus flower. 

“I also love our study, which is similar to 
a collector’s room, housing a history of the 
old auction house as well as books, art and 
objects,” she confides. 

“I still believe open-plan is essential to 
the way we live. I love using glass partitions 
if I want to create intimate areas and add 
depth.” 

Her distinctive style philosophy has won 
her a portfolio of A-list clients, including 
David and Victoria Beckham, and now she 
reveals her decor secrets, and the wisdom 
that’s helped make her internationally re¬ 
nowned, in her beautifully illustrated book, 
House Of Hoppen. 

Only 13 when she realised she wanted to 
be an interior designer, taking on her first 
project three years later, Hoppen, 57, began 
her career extraordinarily young. “By the 
time I was 17, I’d bought and done up my 
own apartment in London’s Chelsea, as well 
as setting up an office there,” she recalls. 

“Back then, everything came from a real 
intrigue and experience, rather than just 
opening a book and copying from it, which 
is what I feel people do today. My own style 
evolved in an organic way - it was intui¬ 
tive.” 


She has a cautious approach to trends 
which she believes should be used as a 
guide, rather than a rule, as if they’re too 
slavishly followed they can easily date an 
interior. “What’s important is creating 
timeless and understated elegance in your 
home, and to plan before you start design¬ 
ing the space. 

“Times have changed and people want 
sustainable and modern luxury, while hold¬ 
ing on to pieces that will last the test of 
time,” she says. 


HOPPEN’S DECOR TIPS 

COLOUR UP: Splashes of burgundy, 
dark grey, pastel pink, emerald green, and 
burnt orange will be the shades of this year. 

EDGY MIX: An industrial look in design 
has made a comeback. “Using industrial 
materials, such as concrete, will automati¬ 
cally inject an urban feel into your home no 
matter what the location. This versatile ma¬ 
terial looks incredible contrasted with met¬ 
als and textures. Mix it up with antiques 
which will shock and contrast beautifully 


with this sleek look.” 

WAKE UP WALLS: “Wallpaper should 
be a wonderful, luxurious piece of texture, 
which draws you in but at the same time is 
a backdrop to whatever style you choose for 
your home,” explains Hoppen.

Business case on track for 
town's extension of Metro 


A BUSINESS case is being prepared to ex¬ 
tend the Metro from Wednesbury to Brierley 
Hill, and it follows the news that Transport for 
West Midlands is to take over operation of 
the trams. 

Forthcoming extensions of the tram network will be built 
by the Midland Metro Alliance, a new partnership set up by 
West Midlands Combined Authority. 


The Alliance consists of 
the WMCA, rail construc¬ 
tion specialists Colas Rail 
and a consortium of design 
experts from Egis, Tony Gee 
and Pell Frischmann. 

The Midland Metro cur¬ 
rently runs from Wolver¬ 
hampton St Georges to New 
Street Station via Bilston, 
Wednesbury, West Brom¬ 
wich, the Jewellery Quarter 
and Snow Hill Station. 

The current concession 
to run the service is held by 
National Express but it runs 
out next October. 

The Wednesbury to Brier- 
ley Hill Extension will run 
largely along an existing 
(disused) heavy rail corri¬ 
dor. It will deviate from this 
corridor to access Dudley 
town centre, Merry Hill and 
the terminus at Brierley 
Hill. The route is 11 kilo¬ 
metres long, and includes 
17 stops, including four pro¬ 
visional stops. 

The route of the proposed 
scheme branches off the ex¬ 
isting Midland Metro line

east of the current depot 
at Wednesbury. There are 
park and ride stations pro¬ 
posed as part of the scheme.

Doreen for Mayo 
No, I'm far too 







I hadn’t heard of 
Sir Lenny Henry, 
but he’s obviously 
one to watch 


S he’s the first lady of the 
Black Country. Doreen 
Tipton, the region’s pre¬ 
eminent Lazy Cow, is 
a crisp-eating, award¬ 
winning, panto-dazzling, 
loff-a-minute who’ll be on the road 
in Wolverhampton, Walsall, Telford, 
Stafford, Brierley Hill and Cannock 
soon. 

Her Grand Night Out is making its final run, her 
autumn show, Rise Of The Yam-Yam, is selling quicker 
than scratchings at a Dudley pub and she’ll be back in 
panto at Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre. 

Happily, we tracked her down to Tipton - where else - 
to find out more about her remarkable year. This is how 
things went. . . 

Doreen, first of all, congratulations on receiving 
two prestigious awards in the space of a week - Best 
Newcomer in the Great British Panto Awards in London, 
and then What’s On readers voted you Midlands 
Entertainment Personality of the Year. How does it feel to 
be a winner? 

“The panto award was a lovely surprise, and I got to 
meet Christopher Big Ones (Christopher Biggins), who 
is world-famous in tights. I couldn’t remember anything 
that had happened the previous two months during the 
show, but I must have done something right. 

“And the second award from What’s On was even 
more incredible, because of who I was up against. It’s 
an honour to be thought of in the same breath as the 
other four finalists. Julie Walters is a personal favourite 
of mine because I’m a big fan of the Harry Potplant 
films, Bev Knight is a musical legend, and the bloke 
from Citizen Khan is apparently on the telly in a BBC 
comedy that they’re really proud of, so I’m assuming he 
must be funny. I hadn’t heard of Sir Lenny Henry, but 
he’s obviously one to watch for the future. So yes, I feel 
blessed to have beaten them hands-down. But the losers 
have nothing to be ashamed of. They’ve done well to get 
this far.” 

What celebrations did you enjoy following the 
announcements? A packet of cheese and onion and half 
a Batham’s, or something more exotic: a Desperate Dan 
pie and a pint of Lumphommer? 

“Actually, I never drink on duty. Thankfully I’m never on 
duty, so it worked out well.” 

What are you working on at the moment? 

“Working is probably too strong a word, but I have got 
several projects on the go. I’m currently in the middle of 
doing a short Spring tour with some final Grand Night 
Out shows for them that missed it first time around. Then 
I’m having a lie-down. We’ll then be touring with a brand 
new show for autumn: Doreen: Rise of the Yam-Yam 
which is going to be epic. And along the way I’m filming 
a new DVD documentary called Doreen’s Black Country 
where I tour around the area and meet some wonderful 
characters. I’m hoping it will be a funny and very 
affectionate account of our native land.” 

When you were growing up in Tipton, did you for a 
moment imagine you’d become an iconic local hero? 

Is there a sense of destiny about the rise and rise of the 
Yam-Yam? 

“I’m not sure what iconic means, but if it means 
something nice, then yes. For too long the Black Country 
has lived in the shadow of neighbouring Brum, which 
itself has lived in the shadow of London. Nobody was 
taking us seriously. I hope that, through my comedy, I can 
finally get people to stop laughing at us.” 

From here, we imagine a move into politics. Will you 
be standing for the local council, as an MP, or seeking 
election as the President of another country? 

“I was recently offered a job as 
President Trumpet’s hod carrier, but 
at my age I thought better of 
it. Actually I have considered 
forming the Yam-Yam Party, 
and putting some common- 
sense policies in place, such as 
making people who break the law pay for 
their prison food and accommodation.” 

And what if they can’t afford it? 

“If they can’t afford it, they can sell their 
like old folk have to in order to afford their care 


home. What’s the difference? Except one’s a criminal 
and the other isn’t. I’m seriously considering becoming a 
tax-payer, so I can complain about how the Government 
spends my money. Perhaps if I do go into politics I’ll start 
small. Isn’t the West Midlands after a new Mayor?” 

Do you fancy the job? 

“Oh ... is it a job? No then.” 

The vast riches that your success will have brought 
will have to be invested wisely, we imagine. Will you be 
buying property in Tipton, like The Wreck? Or will you 
invest in ‘osses? 

“So far I’ve invested everything into scratchcards, 
which offer the biggest return on your outlay. I think 
the scratchcard idea should be rolled out to welfare 
generally. For example, instead of the Government paying 
you housing benefit directly, which is boring, you could 
have a month’s rent as one of the scratchcard prizes, or 
some child benefit, or a week’s free jobseekers, and then 
have lots of smaller prizes of things like multi-packs of 
crisps, or Pringles, and lucky bags for the kids. It would 
also be a great way for Government to control welfare 
spending, so that none of it is wasted on gambling.” 

With such a busy schedule, we imagine the only way 
you keep in touch with current affairs is by reading your 
favourite newspaper: the Star. Why 
^ are both so brilliant? 


‘Because they focus on local 
issues, for local folk. It’s all very 
well the mainstream media 
bleating on about Trumpton 
and Brexit and foreign 


countries every day, but what really matters is what 
happens down your street - or more importantly, down 
my street. In fact I think the Star should have an edition 
solely devoted to my street. There’d be some stories for 
you then, I tell you. Leave me out of it though.” 

And finally, Doreen, have you got a message for your 
fans? 

“Ta.”

Starting out as a teenaged actor in the 1940s - “I 
wanted to be Olivier, or even Danny Kaye because I 
loved comedy,” he says - he became a top comedy 
playwright, much in demand after his Run For Your 
Wife ran in the West End for eight years. 

The celebrations of his remarkable career are under 
way with an updated version of one of his favourite 
farces Out Of Order, which comes on tour to 
Birmingham’s New Alexandra Theatre from Monday to 
Saturday, April 15.

It’s described as Melanie as 
you’ve always known her but as 
you’ve never heard her before. 

Working with longtime co-writers 
Peter Vettese and Adam Argyle, 


alongside the young south London 
production duo Sons Of Sonix 
Melanie reckons it is the freshest, 
most contemporary-sounding 
album of her career. 

“I wanted to make an album that I 
would listen to now,” says Melanie. 

“I’m not a leftfield artist, I never 
will be. I write pop songs, but my 
aim this time was to approach every 
aspect of them differently, to be 
more creative with structure and 
sounds.” 

The funky first single Anymore 
was released last year and sits 
alongside other album highlights 
including the synth-heavy Dear Life, 
the fusion of R&B and house beats 
on Room For Love, the strings- 
drenched title track and brutal 
album closer Blame.

Returning series sees Peter 
back in the driving seat 


ometimes the best ideas are 
simple ones. 

That’s certainly the case for 
sitcoms anyway. Some of the greats 
have had a very straightforward 
premise. Steptoe and Son was set 
mainly in a scrapyard, Basil and 
Sybil never set foot outside the 
grounds of Fawlty Towers and 
Father Ted was confined (mostly) to 
Craggy Island. 

Peter Kay’s Car Share follows in 
their footsteps by keeping the 
‘action’ contained inside the car of 
assistant supermarket manager 
John Redmond’s red Fiat500L. 

However, it didn’t take its 
inspiration from any of the 
aforementioned programmes, but 
rather Roger & Val Have Just Got In, 
an underrated gem of a bittersweet 
comedy which aired for two series 
between 2010 and 2012. Alfred 
Molina and Dawn French played the 
central characters whose lives were 
unravelled during the half-hour 
following their return home from 
work. 

Co-writers Tim Reid and Paul 


Coleman also drew from the Bafta- 
winning sitcom The Smoking Room, 
which was cancelled after its 
premise - discussions between co¬ 
workers using an area set aside by 
their company for nicotine addicts - 
was made redundant by the 2007 
smoking ban. 

Although Car Share’s most 
famous participant is Peter Kay, it 
really doesn’t belong to him. As 
mentioned above, it was Reid and 
Coleman’s idea, although Kay and 
co-star Sian Gibson contribute to 
the scripts, and it would, admittedly, 
be difficult to imagine the series 
without them. 

Gibson was largely unknown 
before the series aired. She first met 
Kay when they studied together at 
Salford University; he later cast her 
in Comedy Lab, That Peter Kay 
Thing, Phoenix Nights and Britain’s 
Got the Pop Factor... It was she 
who brought the initial scripts to 
Kay, but hadn’t expected to appear 
in it until he asked her to get 
involved - in fact, she hadn’t 
auditioned for any acting roles for a 
year, and was working in a call 


centre instead. 

If anything, Gibson is the real star 
of the show. It’s turned her into a 
star, offering her a chance to 
demonstrate her not inconsiderable 
comedic talents - it can only be a 
matter of time before she has her 
own vehicle (pardon the pun). 

She’s certainly thrilled to be back 
in the passenger seat: “I’m really 
excited that Car Share is coming 
back. We had so much fun making 
the first series and I can’t wait to be 
Kayleigh Kitson again.” 

Kayleigh is, of course, a 
promotions rep at the store where 
John works, and they were thrown 
together by a scheme encouraging 
car sharing between co-workers. 

Although Kay is used to success, 
even he was surprised by how well 
the show was received: “The 
success of the first series has been 
completely overwhelming,” he says. 

The end of the previous run saw 
the duo grow ever-closer, and there 
was a hint of romance in the air. Will 
they be an item when we meet up 
with them again?

TENERIFE’S sleepy landscape is changing. 

If you head to the island, you may need 
to pack your party heels to investigate the 
island’s cool new vibe.. . 

Eyeing up Elton John’s multi-coloured feathery 
showman costume and a skimpy gold Britney Spears 
number, I wonder if I’ve underdressed for dinner. 

These 100-plus pieces of memorabilia are all part 
of the furniture at Hard Rock Hotel Tenerife, where 
music legends are brought to life at every turn. 

Tracy Chapman lyrics line the wall, countless iconic 
instruments dangle from ceilings, and even the 
disabled toilet sign has been tweaked to carry a guitar 
and ‘rock on’ hand symbol. 

HRH Tenerife opened on the sunny southern coast 
near Adeje late last year, and true to its name, it’s 
rocking the sleepy side of Tenerife as we know it. Think 
live gigs and DJ sessions with a set list to rival Ibiza, 
played out on a 5,000-capacity stage boasting a view 
of the Atlantic. 

Music makers can upgrade their DIY jam sessions 
in the Rock Royalty penthouse suites, or dial in room 
service for a pop-up studio Fender electric guitar and 
amp (headphones provided so you don’t wake the 
neighbours). 

OBSESSED 

Popstar Shakira’s T-shirt is displayed right outside 
my hotel room and I become obsessed with a Beatles 
photography exhibit - a collection of 11 super-cool 
vacation snaps from 1963 taken in Tenerife before the 
band rocketed to fame. A month later, Please Please Me 
went to number one for 30 weeks. 

We experience the hotel’s first ever monthly Children 
Of The 80s open-air night where we dance (jacket-free 
in December) to live performances of Black Box’s Ride 


on Time and C+C Music Factory’s Gonna Make You 
Sweat in a sea of neon leotards and OTT Eighties wigs. 

It doesn’t feel anything like the Tenerife my mum told me 
about. . . 

Tenerife’s southern coast revamp has seen a boost to 
its nightlife in recent years, with hotspots like the lively 
Monkey Beach Club and the chic Papagayo Beach Club, 
both at Troya Beach where you can watch the Canarian 
sunset with cocktails - and then party on after-dark. 

But it isn’t all dancing ‘til the small hours in Tenerife. 
On our visit, we blow away the morning-after hangover 


blues with a visit to the breathtaking Teide National 
Park, where we explore the stark volcanic landscape 
that attracts five million visitors per year. So good in fact, 
it’s been the backdrop for films like Clash of the Titans 
and Fast & Furious 6. 

My head for heights is challenged when we climb 
3,718 metres above sea level in a cable car practically 
to the summit of Mount Teide, Spain’s highest peak, 
where Tenerife’s temperatures suddenly drop, along 
with the air pressure. The trade-off is the breathtaking, 
Instagram-worthy views. The scene back at HRH 


Tenerife isn’t all monochrome mosaic pools with 
underwater music (though that is pretty epic). Beach 
fans will find both volcanic black sand and soft white 
sand in the secluded surrounding bays, if you ever want 
a break from the hotel’s playlist. 

Tenerife’s newest uber-hotel (two tower blocks bathed 
in flickering lights at night) is different to its global 
sister hotels, insists Matt Watts, director of music and 
marketing for Hard Rock International: “It’s not ‘in your 
face’ like our Vegas hotel. The vibe is more feel-good 
and subdued.” LISA HAYNES

BAGGIES boss Tony Pulis 
says it would take an ‘ab¬ 
solute fortune’ to bridge 
the massive gap between 
Albion and the top six. 

Owner Guochuan Lai has only been 
attending home games against the big 
sides this season because he’s been 
assessing how far behind the Premier 
League elite his new club are. 

As soon as the season finishes, Pulis and chair¬ 
man John Williams will fly out to Shanghai to 
discuss the transfer budget for the summer. 

Albion are currently in eighth but Pulis thinks, 
even if he improves the 
squad, they have little hope 
of climbing much higher. 

“If you’re going to aim for 
the top six, you need an abso¬ 
lute fortune,” he said. 

“Look at Manchester 
United, they missed six or 
seven players on Saturday 
and the team on the pitch 
was worth £260million. 

Guochuan Lai That ’ s never going to happen 
at West Brom, iet’s be fair.” 

Pulis doubts he’ll ever see 
another team replicate Leicester’s remarkable 
title-winning campaign. “Not in my lifetime,” 
he said. “Was it a one-off? Yeah I think it was. 
Absolutely amazing but I don’t think we’ll ever 
see it again. 

“Have a look at how much the top six clubs 
have improved this year. They’ve left all of us 
miles behind. Everton are the only ones hanging 
on to their shirt tails. It just shows, this league is 
about money. And if you’ve got that money to go 
out and get the best players, you’ll be able to get 
into that top six, but we haven’t got that.” 

Lai’s initial aim was to establish the Baggies in 
the top half of the Premier League, which Pulis 
is on course to do this season, but Albion’s owner 
harbours a long-term desire to one day finish in 
the top six. 

“He says he picks the big games because he 
wants to see the difference between the top clubs 
and top players compared to what we have got to 
spend,” said Pulis. 


BOSS Tony Pulis hailed Albion’s resilience but 
criticised some aspects of their performance af¬ 
ter they claimed a hard-fought point at Man¬ 
chester United last Saturday. 

Goalkeeper Ben Foster made several key 
saves, while the Baggies remained disciplined 
in defence as they kept a first clean sheet away 
from home since the opening day of the season. 

Pulis was understandably pleased with the 
result but felt his side had at times been guilty 
of giving away possession too easily. 

“We kept giving the ball back to United and 
that added to the pressure,” he said. “Then you 
need a bit of good fortune at times and for peo¬ 
ple to play well. That’s what we did. In posses¬ 


sion we must do better than that.” After a drab 
first half, Foster denied Henrikh Mkhitaryan 
one-on-one and then twice saved superbly from 
Marcus Rashford. 

Skipper Darren Fletcher then came close 
to grabbing an unlikely winner when his shot 
slipped through the hands of United keeper 
David De Gea and bounced off the bar. 

“I’m delighted for the players, they’ve 
worked really hard,” said Pulis. 

“There were times when we had simple 
passes and made the wrong decisions. But how 
can I criticise them after that? 

“They were very good and worked so hard 
together as a group.”
